Two Senates In Session. 


There are two "senates" in session 


each claiming to be regular. One "sen 
ate." 
presided over by Lieut. Gov 


Hagpott. Is composed of nineteen He 
publicans, a majority. The other "sen 
ate" Is made up of the Democratic 
minority and Is presided over by Sena 
tor W. H. Adams. 


Tho Republicans have "unseated1 


Democratic members and the Demo 
crats have retaliated by "unseating- 
republicans, but the unseated mera 
bers In both frictions have declined to 
surrender their places. 


The trouble began when the senate 


took up the contest cases, when the 
Democratic majority of the elections 
committee were ready to report on tho 
cases where Democratic seats are be- 
ing contested by Republicans In favor 
of the Democrats.

duction of about half that amount on 
American articles shipped to Cuba.

THREE LOCOMOTIVES 


ARE RUINED IN CRASH 


One Life Is Lost and Great Damrge 


Done Through Collision on Bos- 


ton and Maine Road.

the man behind it poses as the friend 
of the downtrodden- and oppressed. 


It Is an adroitly written message, 


stating strongly and convincingly one 
side of a case, and that the popular 
side. 
The people like to bo told 


that they have been victimized, and 
while the'state has been prosperous 
In spite of wholesale larceny on 
the 
part of the railroads, they have great 
admiration for any man who steps 
out In front of the procsslon, and with 
tho authority of a Moses professes the 
ability to lead them out of bondage, 
whether real or Imaginary- 


Some of the arguments arc Skim- 


mer like, and do not bear close In- 
vestigation. '• • For Instance, tho state- 
ment Is made that the railroads have 
•wronged the state out .of millions of 
dollars annually by exceslve freight 
rates, and avoidance of taxes. 
The 


freight earnings are placed at $33,000.- 
000 In round numbers, and Wisconsin 
shippers are said to pay 40 per cent, 
more than Iowa shippers. 
Placed 


on an Iowa basis this would mean a 
reduction of $13.200.000. 
Add 
to 


this $1.500.000 taxes avoided, and It 
would mean a decrease In railroad 
earnings and profits of nearly $15,- 
000.000. 


The message states that the Chica- 


go and North-Western road. 
after 


paying dividends. Interest and opera- 
ting expenses, over the entire system, 
placed In Us sinking fund about $G,OUU 
000 last year. 
Certainly not a large 


amount for the capital Invested. Had 
the provisions of the message been In 
force, this would have been absorbed 
and dividends passed to keep the capi- 
tal In tact. 
•' The 'granger legislation of Iowa 
has been a nightmare to railroads for 
the past 20 years and has resulted 
In driving Into bankruptcy every road 
In the state, except the trunk lines. 


If the state showed a dlposltlon to 


It would ben- 
efit Wisconsin, and every other state 
Interested In interstate 
transporta- 


tion. 


The statement concerning the de- 


velopment of the two states by com- 
parison. Is equally unfair. 
Iowa 
Is 
'the greatest agricultural and dairy 
state In the union. 
Almost every 


acre of land Is utilized for this pur- 
potc. 
Much of this land was unoc- 


cupied 20 years ago and was In the 
market at a nominal price. 
A large 


percentage of It lias doubled and 
trebled In value, during the past de- 
cade, and the wealth and development 
of the state has advanced nt n rapid 
pace. 


These conditions do not exist 
in 


Wisconsin. 
Fanning lands in the 


southern part of the state have all 
been occupied for a generation, and 
they are no morc« valuable 
today 


and produce no more than they did 
25 years ago. 
During that time, the 


north lias exhausted Its great lumber 
Industry, and millions of acres 
of 


sttimpnge worth little more than tlie 
taxes, remain as a relic of former 
prosperity. 


Tho bone and »lnuw of Wlsconsln'H

URJES RETALIATION. 


Lodge Proposes to Stop Discrimina- 


tion by Foreign Governments. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—A plan for re- 


taliation by the United States against 
certain European countries that dis- 
criminate against this country In the 
matter of custom duties was proposed 
In the Senate by Mr. Lodge. The sen- 
ator Introduced a resolution which Is 
Intended as "a notice to foreign govern- 
ments that discriminate or propose to 
discriminate against the United States 
that this country will seek a method 
of returning the treatments In kind. 
U is understood the Senate IInance 
committee would not attempt to orig- 
inate legislation on the subject, but 
would prepare a plan. 


Senator Lodge's resolution directs 


the committee on finance to Inquire 
•whether certain countries are discrim- 
inating against the United States, and 
If-so, what law should be passed to 
glvo to countries preferential duties 
•which do not discriminate against this 
country. The resolution refers to tho' 
discriminations of France. Germany 
and Russia against the United States. 
It went to the table In order tn give 
'Senator Aldrlch an 
opportunity 
to 


make a statement concerning the sub- 
ject. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


Legislation to Prevent Spread of Dis- 


ease Is Suggested. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—Surgeon Gen- 


eral Wyman of the public health and 
marine hospital service and the repre- 
sentatives of the health authorities o£ 
nineteen states met here to consider 
the subject of bubonic plaguo In tho 
United 
States. 
KcBolutlonB

adopted declaring that the presence 
of the plague In California is estab- 
lished beyond doubt; that the present 
danger of Its spread to tho rest of 
the country lies primarily In "gross 
neglect of official duty by the stata 
board of health of California and tlio 
obstructive Influence of thu 
recent 


governor of California, by tho failure 
of the city government of San Fran- 
cisco to support Us city board 
of 


health, and by the obstacles opposed 
to the operations of tho United States 
public health service," and In conclu- 
sion that the safety of tho country de- 
mands that "a competent state board 
of health. In co-operation with tho 
United States public health service, 
proceed under definite, harmonious 
and effective laws and ordinances and 
be supplied with amp!? funds." 


Money for Militia. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—By the Dick 


mllltla bill, which went to the presi- 
dent for his signature, the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard gets $150,000 appropria- 
tion from the federal treasury for 
equipment, arms, uniforms, etc. Tho 
new law provides for the general reor- 
ganization of the national guards lu 
every state and territory In the Union. 
Uniformity and better general 
effi- 


ciency are the objects. This Is tho 
first legislation on the subject of tho 
militia since 1702. 


Discuss Anti-Trust Bill. 


Washington. Jan. 20.—Representa- 


tives Littlefield. Ovcrstrcet and Pow- 
ers of Massachusetts, Republican mem- 
bers of the trusts subcommittee of tho 
bouse Judiciary committee, had a non-
